Under such a trust fund ar- 
rangement the union asks that 
the company pay a set amount 
into the fund covering all work- 
ers. From this fund money would 
be drawn by a company-union 
committee to cover pensions fall- 
ing due.

The new Illinois law fixing the 
legal size of a shot of whisky at 
one ounce has caused a run on 
one-ounce shot glasses in East St. 
Louis supply houses, it was dis- 
closed today. 

Edward F. Schwartz, president 
of Acme Supply Co., 210 Missouri 
avenue, said he sold about 5000 
one-ounce glasses in less than a 
month as his customers “re-tooled 
for the law.” 

Schwartz and other East Side 
tavern suppliers were able to re- 
plenish their stocks for a time by 
borrowing from St. Louis firms, 
but soon this source of supply 
was exhausted. The emergency 
has lessened to the extend that 
suppliers now have a small sup- 
ply of one-ounce glasses on hand 
but the newer type glass, with a 
measuring line, is unavailable.

Gov. Forrest Smith was urged 
today by four St. Louis State Sen- 
ators to call a special session of 
the Legislature soon for the pur- 
pose of passing a bill to admit 
Negroes to all state-supported col- 
leges and the University of Mis- 
souri., 

The request was made in a let- 
ter sent to the Governor by Sena- 
tors Robert Pentland, William E. 
Hilsman, Edward J. Hogan and 
Anthony M. Webbe, ail Demo- 
crats. The General Assembly ad- 
journed sine die Jan. 14. 

“This vital legislation will, 


when passed, insure equal educa-| 


tional opportunities for all of our 


citizens regardless of race, color 
or religion,” the Senators de- 
clared. 

A bill to permit Negroes to at- 
tend all state colleges and the 
university was passea by the 
House in the regular session last 
year, but it was bottled up for 
many months in the Senate Edu- 
cation Committee. 

When finally reported, the 
measure was amended by the 
committee to limit its provisions 
so that Negroes would have been 
permitted to attend only the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, and then only 
for graduate or special courses 
not available at Lincoln Univer- 
sity, the state university for Ne- 
groes at Jefferson City. The 
amended bill, however, was al- 
lowed to die in the Senate. 

Failure of the Legislature to 
pass the bill is beginning to have 
political repercussions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP)— 
CIO President Philip Murray has 
pledged “every possible support 
and assistance” to the Communi- 
cations Workers ‘of America in 
their threatened strike on the 
Bell telephone system.

“I am confident that in the fu- 
ture all the facts will be brought 
out to show how Whittaker 
Chambers was able to carry out 
forgery by typewriter.” . 

After being sentenced, Hiss was 
paroled in the custody of his at- 
torney, Claude B. Cross of Boston, 
until appeal bail bond of $10,000 
was posted. : 

Cross filed a notice of appeal 
with the clerk of the court. The 
appeal will be to the United States 
Circyit Court of Appeals. 

Asks for Freedom. 

‘Cross asked Judge Goddard not 
to imprison Hiss. He said Hiss’s 
“contributions to the interest of 
the United States and: to our in- 
ternational relations are matters 
beyond dispute.” He added con- 
cerning Hiss’s financial condition 
that “what little savings he had 
were gone long before the con- 
clusion of the first trial.” 

The first Hiss trial ended in a 
jury disagreement. 

Cross said Hiss had to borrow 
money and that his debts still 
were unpaid. 

“The present trial,” said Cross, 
“was financed by loyal friends 
and loyal Americans who have be- 
lieved and still believe in his in- 
nocence. His financial ruin is ah 
accomplished fact.” 

The defense attorney added 
that Hiss’s “brilliant career has 
been ruined” and that further 
punishment “is unnecessary.”

Whitten’s move appeared to be 
one phase of a new tWo-pronged 
attack on the Southwest Power 
Administration, a public power 
agency in the department of in- 
terior, which markets powef from 
such hydro-electric developments 
as the Bull Shoals dam in Arkan-$ 
sas, Table Rock dam in Missouri, 
Pensacola dam in Oklahoma and 

. Denison dam in Texas. 

Last week Senator Thomas of 
Oklahoma, an old foe of SPA, and 
Representative Boyd Tackett of 
Arkansas introduced — identical 
bills which would require REA to 
get congressional approval for 
each individual loan to co-opera- 
tives for the construction of steam 
plants or transmission, lines. 

In effect what Whitten is de- 
manding is the REA get the ap- 
proval of his subcommittee for 
such loans. — 

Advocates of public power see 
both moves as inspired by the 
private “utility lobby~in an effort 
to cripple the REA program. 

The three loans which Whitten 
has blocked, for the present at 
least, all involve steam plants, 
necessary to firm up power gen- 
erated at hydro-electric dams, and 
transmission lines to hook up REA 
distribution lines with SPA dams. 

Steam Plants Blocked... 

Private power interests have 
succeeded in. preventing SPA 
from obtaining authority from 

Congress to build and operate the 
steam plants necessary to firm up 
its hydro-electric capacity. With- 
oyt the steam plants, SPA would 
be in‘the position of being re- 
quired to sell its cheap hydro- 
electric power to the private util- 
ity companies which could use 
their own stearh plants to firm 
up the supply. , 

In each. of the three loans now 
blocked by Whitten, there was 
provision for the REA co-opera- 
tives to’ construct steam plarts 
and transmission lines. SPA was 
prepared to purchase the entire 
output. of the steam plants; to 
lease and operate the transmis- 
sion lines, and to sell power back 
to the co-operatives ‘at wholesale 
rates. 


The legal technicality raised by | 


Whitten is that REA co-operatives 
are not authorized to sell power 
except to their members. And 
SPA is not a member of an REA 
co-operative. But REA lawyers 
hold that the contemplated ar- 
rangement is simply an _ inter- 
change of power between SPA 
and the co-operatives, with tlhe 
co-operatives getting back the 
power generated at the steam.

‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (UP)— 
The United States and Britain 
have settled differences that 
stalled the one billion dollar pro- 
gram of arms-for-Europe. € 
weapons should start moving ov- 
erseas by the end of February. 

The military assistance pro- 

has been delayed because 
Britain fefused to accept restric- 
tions the United States sought to 
put on the arms. 

American and British sources 
reported that both sides now have 
settled basic differences and may 
complete the final draft of an 

sreement today. The. pact is 

cted td be signed ee: 
appro ng money for 
ppropriati ne 


: as until the United vege 
signed: agreements with ea 
the eight nations receiving the 
aid. The agreements are intended 
to insure that the arms will be 

for putposes envisaged un- 
the North Atlantic Treaty. 

The United States sought to 
miake each nation promise that 
it would not ship the weapons 
out of the North Atlantic area 
without permission. 

Britain flatly refused to make 
such a promise. It demanded the 
right to send the weapons to such 
places as Hong Kong. British 
sources said the United States 
now has agreed to such shipments 
if Britain replaces the weapons 
in the western European area. 

Britain also got assurance that 
the United States would: not ex- 
pect it to spend scarce dolla?s for 
weapons, or produce so many 
arms at home that its domestic 
economy would suffer. 

(The Associated Press said Lon- 
don diplomatic officials expect 
Britain will get about $30,000,000 
worth of millitary equipment un- 
der the agreement, including 
about 70 Superfortresses.) 

Besides Britain, other nations 
that will share the free arms are 
Denmark, Norway, Italy, France, 
Belgium, Holland and Luxém- 
bourg. They will get the same 
liberalized terms the British re- 
ceived.

A Solution for Spain 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The resumption of full diplomatic 
relations with Franco Spain is‘a step 
which the United States should take 
with great caution, if at all. 

If events have proved the United 
States erred in withdrawing full diplo- 

. matic recognition from Spain, we 
should reverse our position and at. once. 
If no such proof is available, if the 
causes which originally prompted our 
action remain, it is difficult to under- 
stand upon what und we should re- 
verse ourselves. e State Department 
should provide the facts; so that pub- 
lic opinion is‘fully informed. 

Spain is in a desperate economic con- 
dition, and it seems more than likely 
that, if granted full diplomatic status, 
she will immediately petition America 
for financial help. The likelihood of 
this development should be borne in 
mind as we review our relations. 

» The apologists. for Franco Spain 
seem more influenced by their religious 
predilections than by a rational analysis 
of the implic s of American aid to 
Spain. This is not a bigoted attitude 
of mine; it is the considered opinion of 
George iH. Dunne, S.J. In his paper on 
“Religion and American Power,” Fa- 
ther Dunne says, “It cannot be denied 
that, always with outstanding excep- 
tions, churchmen in Spain, Italy, Aus- 
tria, Portugal, Latin America and Vichy 
France have shown a marked preferen- 
tial sympathy for authoritarian regimes. 
In my opinion, representatives of the 
Catholic body in this country have been 
too uncritical of these regimes.” 7 

There is little in the record that 
shows Franco has any fundamental 
concern for the well-being of the Span- 
ish people as a whole. There is every 
indication that Franco’s leadership is a 
total and abject failure. Franco’s record 
as a natienal leader provides scant 
evidence that, given diplomatic recogni- 
tion and financial aid, he could restore 
Spain to her proper place among the 
nations of- Western Europe. : 
_ §$Spain’s importance to the Western 
Powers, from a military point of view, 
is questionable. Here again the State 
Department can supply facts, vital to 
an informed public opinion. 

Our drawal of full diplomatic 
recognition was a rejection of co's 
regimé and all it stands for. What has 
Franco done to remove the causes of 
our moral censorship? 

I have long held the view that, there 
is mothing wrong with Spain that lead- 
ership—toncerned with ALL the people 
—cannot correct. In my opinion, Franco 
doés not have the qualities to meet the 
crisis in Spain. |

This month the Bethlehem and Republic firms 
filed proxy reports giving still different meas- 
ures of labor costs. Bethlehem, which already 
had a non-contributory pension plan, said its 
new pension ‘agreement would increase wage 
costs less than one-fifth of 1 per cent. Republic 
put its new labor costs at 242 per cent. The 
price increases had averaged 2 to 4 per cent. 

Edwin A. Lahey summarized the two com- 
panies’ reports by saying that “steel industry 
executives are now telling stockholders that the 
cost of the pension is peanuts and should cause 
them no con¢ern.” 

We hope that the Joint Economic Committee 
can make all these varying figures, ‘estimates 
and educated guesses add up. The committee 
has to discover whether the price increase was 
justified and whether steel profits are fair. And 
maybe it will ask how two companies can mini- 
mize the cost of pensions in talking to stock- 
holders, while another emphasizes the cost of 
pensions in talking to Congress. 
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To a Policeman 

What is there that so often makes the driver 
of a city car feel that he is above'the instruc- 
tions of a traffic policeman?

The 
statement by Richard M. Huber, representative 
of the five airlines, is-no cause for the Darst 
Administration to abandon its interest in the 
possible development of Parks airport as part 
of the St. Louis airport system.

An 
express highway’ to Lambert-St. Louis Field 
would shorten the time somewhat from down- 
town.

What East St. Louis Thinks of Us 


HAVE just been on safari—to East St. Louis. I did not include a 
compass with my other gear because I knew the general direction, 
but I did have to ask Robert Barracks, managing editor of the East 
St. Louis Journal, how to find his office.. This did not nettle him very 
much. He accepted it as typical of the general ignorance . 
ans about his city. It took all of 10 minutes, I suppose, to travel from 
Barracks’ office. 


I thought it might be useful to find out what East St. Louisans think 

of us. The answer is plenty. Mr. Barracks says his fellow-citizens think 

of St. Louis people as “snooty isolationists.”

East St. Louis said: “Soak ’em.” 

For a long time, it has seemed logical to East St. Louis that a 
metropolitan airport should be built over there, within easy reach of 
the downtown sections of both cities. This proposal was looked on 
with a suspicious eye by St. Louis until lately. Would such an airport 
be “soaked”? Mr. Barracks simply answers that “we wouldn’t kill the 
goose that lays the golden eggs.”

“But,” says Mr. Barracks, “‘this town has 
a lot of pride, believe it or not. The people here don’t want to be 
blackjacked into action.

Take the East St. Louis Community Chest, which has been aban- 
doned—as a shock treatment, says Mr. Barracks. In this matter, there 
was a complete lack of co-operation from St. Louis. Many St. Louis 
citizens who work over there and live here paid their money to the 
St. Louis fund, as did many East St. Louisans who work on this side 
of the river.

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“ST. LOUIS,” AS THE SAYING GOES, “wants to arrogate every- 
thing to itself.” Thus, when the bi-state talks began, Mr. Barracks, : 
as a committee member, was warned by half a dozen East St. Louis 
_ Civic leaders that he “would be taken for a shellacking. St. Louis will 

steal the show and nothing will come of the whole thing.” Mr. Bar- 
racks, however, is optimistic enough to believe that a change in the 
relationship of the two cities is in the making. 

Mr. Barracks thinks there are signs of a political awakening in 
East St. Louis, as evidenced by the taking of the Board of Education 
out of politics, and by the defeat of Dan McGlynn by Earl Pollock 
for the Republican State Central Committee. He claims that gambling 
is pretty well under control and that the money that used to go to 
the slots and on the horses is now being spent on solid purchases. 
The old contention of East St. Louisans that “this always has been 
a — town and it will always have to be” has been losing 
ground. 

The over-all feeling in East St. Louis seems to be one of hurt, 
that it is looked down upon and that its problems are not understood. 
There is much feeling, as I have already said, about the St. Louis’ 
press. As for the Post-Dispatch, the man in the street asks: “Since it 
is a great newspaper, nationally known, why does it not have a better 
knowledge of the people ‘it serves.’” ;

. SOME 15 YEARS AGO, Sherwood Anderson wrote an article 
about East St. Louis, entitled “Nobody’s Home,” meaning no one lives 
there. He was referring to the fact that many East St. Louis busi- 
. hesses are owned elsewhere; the shopkeepers enter the city in the 
morning, take in¢he money and go to their outside homes at night. 
Many prominent East St. Louisans likewise live elsewhere. Civic 
pride does not flourish as well as it might under those conditions. 

For that matter, St. Louis itself suffers from a similar malady, 
though not as exaggerated. Many thousands of our citizens live in 
Webster Groves, Kirkwood, University City and other suburban 
communities. As for Mr. Barracks, he says he would not live any 
place but in East St. Louis proper. He regards his job and his resi- 
dence there as a challenge and an opportunity, and he looks forward 
to the day when the two sides of the river will meet in terms of 
mutual understanding and co-operation to resolve their various com- 
mon problems.

~—Dr. Joseph Fort Newton, rector 
of the Episcopal Church of St. 
Luke and the Epiphany, died sud- 
dently last night at his home in 
nearby Merion. He was 73 years 
old. 

Nationally known as a lecturer 


-tand author, Dr. Newton studied 


at a Baptist seminary, preached 
for many years as a Universalist, 
and was ordained as a Protestant 
Episcopal priest in 1926. 

A poll of 25,000 ministers in 
1939 voted him one of the five 
foremost Protestant clergymen in 
America. 

Born in Decatur, Tex., he was 
educated at Hardy Institute, the 
University of Texas, the Southern 
Baptist Seminary in Kentucky 
and Harvard University, taking 
graduate studies at Harvard un- 
der William James, the famous 
psychologist. 

fter holding Universalist. pas- 
torates in Illinois and Iowa, he 
was called to the pulpit of City 
Temple in London, known as the 
“Cathedral of free churches,” in 
1916. He preached there during 
the rest of World War I. In 1921 
he became pastor of the Univer- 
salist Church of the Divine Pa- 
ternity in New York and an edi- 
tor the The Christian Century. 

In 1925 the became .a special 
minister of the Memorial Church 
of St. Paul, Episcopal, in Phila- 
delphia, and the following year 
was ordained in that faith in Old 
Christ Church. He became co- 
rector of St.:James’s Church in 
1930 and in 1938 was named rec- 
tor of the Church of St. Luke 
and the Epiphany. 

His books included “River of 
Years,”. an autobiography pub- 
lished in 1946, and 
Great Church” in 1948, 

* He is survived by his wife, Mrs.

through only when he was using 
full power. But he shaped his 
phrases and used dramatic em- 
phasis so ‘intelligently that the 
musical line as well as the sense 
of the text was always strikingly 
conveyed. 

Conductor Golschmann and the 
orchestra supported the singers 
with the sustained opulence that 
the score provided, but they were 
working .against severe and pos- 
sibly unnecessary handicaps. The 
orchestra was deployed across, a 
shallow stage that was hung with 
heavy velvet curtains. The acous- 
tical condition thus created, muf- 
fled reverberations (for the front 
seats at any rate) and made it 
difficult to give the needed bril- 
liance to the impassioned string 
rushes; and it also dampened the 
timbre of the solo instruments.

That is exactly what the Krem- 
lin most wants—to push us out 
of the Far East so that we cannot 
influence or interfere with the 
consolidation of their empire. 
The fact that these Republican 
Senators make louder anti-Com- 
munist noises than anyone else 
will not obscure the actual re- 
sults: that they have undermined 
our influence in Korea and, there- 
fore, in other vulnerable regions 
—and that they are compelling 
us to go down, lashed to the mast 
. Chiang’s rotten and sinking 
ship. 


Gift to Russia. 


Of course, the Russians are ex- 
ploiting this windfall to the limit, 
inciting the Chinese to create ir- 
cidents which will keep us em- 
broiled. in China—and separated 
from our allies. The Russians 
know we cannot go to war about 
China, and so thanks to the way 
the Senators have set it up for 
them, they are making it impos- 
sible for us to resort to diplom- 
acy. . ) 

And whet is this destructive 
quarrel in Washington about? ft 
is supposed to be about the past 
—about the reasons why Ameri- 
can policy in China ended in dis- 
aster. But do we really suppose 
that we.who are in the midst of 
it all, and ean know only bits and 
pieces of the great story, can 
render the verdict of history? I 
do not believe we ought to over- 
estimate our knowledge and our 
capacity for judging history so 
crudely and so grossly as all that.

er’s haystack, if driven to it by 
hunger. Squirrels will come in 
the yards to pick up ungathered 
nuts, if the stored supply of food 
has been exhausted. ° 

Nature thins out her flocks and 
herds by wholesale numbers each 
— Starvation and death are 

er principal executioners, but it 
is not at all necessary. Their 
activities could be greatly re- 
stricted by man without. much ef- 
fort on his part. Farmers and 
Sportsmen’s organizations could 
work dogether in defeating them. 
In so doing, a better relationship 
would be established and game 
would be more plentiful. 

Food, cover, and water condi- 
tions cah always be improved 
upon, and in every sportsmen’s 
organization there are some farm- 
ers or some members who have 
farmer friends. These men could 
be contacted and an agreement 
reached between the sportsmen 
and the farmers that the farmers 
would feed the quail and pray 
birds crushed grain which is ff 
be furmished by the sportsmen’s 
organization in case of sleet and 
snow. | 

Another project, with which a 
sportsmen’s group could help, is 
the making of brushpiles for 
cover a: | protection of the game 
on the land of some farmer who 
is willing to be, of assistance. 
Near the edge of a woodlot is the 
ideal place for brushpiles. They 
should be six to eight feet high 
and 15 to 20 feet across. If a dog 
can burrow through them or a 
hunter kick them over, they are 
too small. Crisscross a few large 
limbs for a foundation, or pile 
them over a stump. . That will 
keep the limbs from rotting down 
too quickly. Then lay on the 
slashed limbs generously and put 
heavy pieces over the top. The 
result is that it will last for sev- 
eral years and furnish cover and 
protection to many a furred and 
feathered friend. A_ brushpile 
where there is no cover is far 
more valuable than one built in 
a thicket. : 

The Post Office Department 
permits rural mail carriers. to 
take out feed for quail without 
cost when an emergeney exists. 
Have your crushed grain sacked 
in five-pound paper bags and the 
rural carrier, who is nearly al- 
ways an outdgeor enthusiast, will 
know just about where the coveys 
are located on ‘his route and will 
gladly work with you or your or- 
ganization. | 

Your farmer friend, if you ask 
him to, will chop holes in the 
ice so that wildlife will not suf- 
fer for water and, if you live in 
the deer country, you could buy 
a bale or two of hay from hin 
and have him place it where the 
deer will Have access to it. Feb- 
ruary is also the ideal month to 
scatter lespedeza seed. An old 
* abandoned field or orchard, a gas, 
oil, or telephone right-of-way, an 
old abatidoned road—all are ex- 
’ Cellent places to scatter a pound 
or more of seed which will help 
wildlife to fare better (next winter. 

All] of these things not only 
help conquer the two great ene- 
mies of wildlife, starvation and 
death, but they bring the farmer 
and the sportsmen closer together.

Thus, North- 
South collected 400 points below 
the line and 450 above, quite 
aside from their rubber bonus. 


Arguing in Jefense of his dou- 
ble—which he admitted had been 
something of a gamble!—East said 
that it had appeared vital to stave 
off the heart lead which East was 
sure would be made if West was 
not warned against it. Holding 
such excellent diamond stoppers, 
and club strength, East reasoned 
that the hand would be beaten, 
in all probability, if he could 
keep West from leading away 
from “the heart honors with 
which he was marked.” 


East’s reasoning was not as far 
out of line as the result indicates 
—there were grounds for fearing 
that since East himself was void 
of hearts, West would lead that 
suit because he had great length 
in it, and might, in the process, 
wreck . defense. What East 
overlooked, however, was that a 
double made in his position, after 
his eriginal pass, would strongly 
invite a redouble! South knew 
that East had -passed originally, 
and by that token, knew that East 
could not have a sound double; 
hence, South’s redouble. 

Thus, it is worth observing that 
a double may be made more 
ly over declarer, by a player who 
has not passed!

Teaching Morality 
Sage By Angelo Patri ~ 


E SPEAK thoughtlessly. Sounds borne on breath de- 
W cites much of what passes for talk. Somebody says 

something that has meaning for him. It is printed, then 
repeated by a host of readers, passed on to those who only 
echo what they hear and, in time, the phrase becomes a 
label on people, institutions, practices. 

“The schools do not teach morality” is such a phrase. 
A life-time spent in schools with children and teachers belies 
that statement. There is no classroom in which pupils and 
teachers meet where morality is not taught, stressed and felt. 
It is impossible to teach without touching the minds and souls 
of people. 


* 

BEGINNING WITH the beginners’ classes, children are 
taught to obey rules. Obedience to the law is the beginning 
of morality. They are taught that there is a right -way to 
‘do everything from entering a room to solving a problem. 
The aim of their activity is to be right and to do right. That 
is the whole of morality. That is the basis of all scholarly 
-education. : 

When a child makes a mistake, the teaclier tells him he 
is wrong and points out the right way, the better way, and 
encourages him to follow it. This is true whether the child 
makes a mistake in addition or strikes another child in the 
playground. “Do what is right,” rings in the ears of the 
children from the moment they enter the school until they 
leave it and the echoes follow them as they go. 


* * * 

DIRECT INSTRUCTION in morals is not as effective 
as the indirect method. Children, like their elders, shrink 
from the sermon directed toward them. But they will ac- 
cept, happily, the fable that teaches the right and wrong of 
a situation because while they get the implications of the 
story they are not impaled on a sword of personal criticism. 

Along with the usual stories taken frém the Bible, the 
folk tales banded down from generation to generation, should 
go Aesop’s Fables. Every child in the first three years of the 
elementary school should hear, then read, then tell these 
fables. They are a pleasant way, a most effective way, of sup- 
plementing the basic instruction in morality. 

Do not believe that the schools do not teach morality. 
They are the bulwarks of a moral society.

AST Saturday’s radio broad- 
L east by the N.B.C. Orchestra 

in New York was devoted 
largely to the Western Hemi- 
sphere premiere of Ernest Bloch’s 
“Concerto Symphonique” for’ pi- 
ano and orchestra which was 
first played last summer at the 
Edinburgh (Scotland) Festival. 
The soloist on both occasions was 
Corinne Lacomble, better known 
in St. Louis as Corinne Frederick. 

The events leading up to this 
broadcast—which will be repeated 
in transcription over KSD this 
coming Saturday afternoon begin- 


ning at 2 o’clock—comprise the - 


story of a unique relationship be- 
tween a creative and an interpre- 
tive artist. The concert also 
marked a high point, possibly a 
terminal point, in the career of a 
pianist whose professional activi- 
ties were closely interwoven into 
the musical activities of St. Louis 
for many years. 

Corinne Frederick moved to 
San Francisco in 1942 when ‘she 
married A. E. Lacomble, now 
chairman of the board of ‘the 
Shell Development Co. So far as 
she could determine at the time, 
her active musical life was sus- 
pended indefinitely. But ag it 
happened, her reputation soon 
caught up with her. Gregor 
Piatigorsky, the ‘cellist, came to 
San Francisco for a concert and 
at his suggestion the Lacombles 
were included in a symphony 
party given in his honor. Several 
members of the San Francisco 
Quartet were present and asked 
Mrs. Lacomble if she would like 
to play with them sometime. 

As she recalls it now, this was 
a gesture of courtesy rather than 
an urgent summons. But on a 
later occasion, a dinner party 
where the quartet played infor- 
mally, somebody dragged out the 
Brahms Quintet and asked her to 
sit in. Fortunately, she says, she 
had’ played this piece with the 
Steindel Quartet in St. Louis, so 
she anaes the P sie -guen 


FTER that one thing followed 
A another in fairly rapid succes- 
sion. She played a number of 
concerts with the quartet in the 
Bay area; appeared as soloist twice 
with the San Francisco Orchestra 
under Pierre Monteux and William 
Steinberg and acceded, without 
too much hesitation, to a request 
of the Griller@juartet to join them 
in a performance of the Ernest 
Bloch Quintet at a University of 
California Master Class. The au- 
dience was so excited by the per- 
formance that a number of stu- 
dents and faculty members re- 
quested that it be repeated the 
following Saturday when Bloch 
himself would be present. 
Everybody concerned was nerv- 
ous about this demonstration. 
Bloch was known to be an exact- 
ing and outspoken party who fre- 
quently confounded ‘performers of 
his music by telling them they 
hadn’t grasped its first principles. 
According to reliable reports, the 
first movement went badly, but 
after that the music really began 
to sound.

About the Music 


HE Bloch “Concerto Sym- 
T phonique,” as heard by 

transcription, is a gnassive, 
muscular work with strong 
rhythms and dashes of oriental 
eoloring. In my opinion it is 
not an important work; but it 
is certainly effective. Mrs. La- 
comble managed the intricate 
piano part with a stimulating 
virility. The New York Her- 
ald Tribune’s report of the 
broadcast written by Jerome 
D. Bohm ‘said: “It was admi- 
rably set forth by both Mrs. 
Lacomble and by the orchestra 
discerningly guided by Mr. 
Ansermet.” —T.B.S. 


Lacomble started looking for the 
nearest exit, Bloch stood up. 


“I don’t mind telling you,” he 
said, “that I’ve been weeping. To- 
day I’ve heard this work for the 
first time, though I wrote it 20 
years ago.” The next morning 
Bloch telephoned Mrs. Lacomble 
and asked for an appointment. 
When he arrived at her Jackson 
street house he removed a bulky 
manuscript from under his arm, 
set it on the piano rack and after 
apologizing for his faulty piano 
technique began to play. This 
was the “Concerto Symphonique.” 


“This is yours,” he, said when 
he had finished. “Look it over. 
Take a year if you like. I’m in 
no hurry to have it played. -But 
the concerto is yours.” 

In the weeks that followed Mrs. 
Lacomble struggled with the tech- 
nical difficulties of the work, but 
without taking too seriously the 
composer’s promise that it was 
meant for her. Then one day a 
letter from Bloch arrived saying 
that she was to play the Concerto 
at the internationally famous 
Edinburgh Festival. 


That was that so far as Bloch 
was concerned. Rudolf Bing, the 
Festival director, and his advisers 
saw it differently. “Who is Cor- 
inne Lacomble?” they cabled 
back. 

Bloch told them in effect, “She 
is the pianist of my choice.” 

The subsequent heated ex- 
change of communications, 
worked up into a thick dossier. 
The festival authorities suggest- 
ed a well-known English pianist, 
then several others with interna- 
tional reputations. 

Bloch stood pat. “No Lacomble, 
no premiere” was his final word 


and that’s the way. it was. 


Mrs. Lacomble played the Con- 
certo with the B.B.C. Scottish 
Orchestra, Bloch conducting, on 
Sept. 4. The festival audience 
gave the music, the composer, the 
orchestra and the soloist a pro- 
longed ovation and distinguished 
visitors, including Princess Eliza- 
beth, the Duchess of Harewood, 
Sir Thomas Beecham and the 
Mayor of: Edinburgh crowded 
backstage to reaffirm their ap- 
proval personally. 

Next day the Edinburgh press 
called ‘the performance a “tri- 
umph,” and Ernest Newman, 
eminent historian of music and 
dean of English critics wrote sub- 
sequently: “The difficult piano

ROM Belleville, Ill., to Edin-

The Quality of. Love 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


HERE is a profound. differ- 
T ence in quality between the 

possessions that we need, 
and use, and actually enjoy, 
and accumulation of useless 
things we accumulate owt of 
vanity or greed or the desire 
to surpass others. The first 
kind of possession is a legiti- 
mate extension of our personal- 
ities; we enrich a much-used 
object by our love, and it be- 
comes dear to us. We can learn 
about the two kinds of owner- 
ship in any nursery: a child 
who has only a single toy en- 
riches it with his love. The 
spoiled child, with many play- 
things spread out for him, 
quickly becomes blase and 
ceases to take pleasure in any 
one of them. The quality of 
his love diminishes with the 
number of objects offered for 
his love . . as a river has 
less depth, the ,more it spreads 
over the plains 

When we visit a large man- 
sion, inhabited by only two 
people, we feel the coldness of 
such a house, tao vast to be 
made a home by human love. 
Each “f by his presence, 
can ennoble a few cubic feet 
. . . Dut no more. The more 
people own beyond the limit 
of things they can personalize 
and love, the more they will 
suffer boredom, ennui and sa- 
tiety. 

: * * * 

YET MEN AND WOMEN are 
forever trying to add to their 
possessions far beyond the 
limit of enjoyment. This is 
because of their mistaken be- 
lief that their hunger for In- 
finity can be satisf'ed by an 
infinity of material things; what 
they really wish is the Infinity 
of Divine Love. 

Our imaginations are easily 
misled into desiring a false in- 
finity, when once we begin to 
long for “wealth.” For “wealth” 
and “money” are things that 
appeal to the imagination, which 
is insatiable in its wishes. Real 
goods, such as those our bodies 
need, have not this quality: 
there is a narrow limit to the 
amount of food our stomachs 
will hold and when that is 
reached, we do not wish for 
more. Our Lord fed the five 
thousand in the desert with fish 
and bread, and all of them had 
their fill. But if He had given 
them, instead, $20,000 war 
bonds, no single person would 
have said, “One is enough for 
me.” 

Credit-wealth . . . stocks, 
bends, bank-balances .. . have 
no set limit, at which we say, 
“No more.” They have in them 
a caricature-infinity, which al- 
lows men to use them as false 
religions, as substitutes for the 
true Infinity of God. Like 
money, love and power can be- 
come érsatz religions: those 
who pursue these things as 
ends will never find satisfac- 
tion. Such men are all in pur- 
suit of God, but they do not 
know His name, nor where to 
look for -Him.

SINCE EVERY INCREASE 
in quantity among the things 
we love brings a decrease in 
the quality of love, there are 


two ways by which we may 
hope to keep love pure, One is 
to give away in proportion as 
we receive, this habit reminds 
us that we are merely trustees 
of God’s riches, not. their right- 
ful owners, Yet few people risk 
doing this; they are afraid to 
touch their “capital,” and every 
cent they add to it becomes 
part ‘of the sacred pile which 
much not be disturbed. They 
become identified with what 
they love; if it is wealth, they 
cannot bear to part with any 
portion of its accumulated bur- 
den. 

Fhe second way of preserving 
ourselves from ah unseemly 
greed is the heroic way... 
the way of complete detach- 
ment from wealth, as practiced 
by St. Francis of Assissi and all 
those who take the vows of 
poverty. There is a paradox in 
such a renunciation, for the 
man who has given up even the 
hope of “security” is the rich- 
est man in the world; he is the 
nest secure of all of us, for he 
wants nothing... . and that is 
a boast that no millionaire can 
make. Everyone’s power of re- 
nunciation is greater than any- 
one’s power to possess; no man 
can own the earth, but any man 
can disown it.
